Maurer proposed discussion 
on foothiils conservancy 


A proposal to investigate the possibility of sub¬ 
mitting a request to the state legislature to estab¬ 
lish a public conservancy which could acquire pri¬ 
vate lands in the hillsides of Sierra Madre was 
brought to the City Council Tuesday night by Mayor 
Pro Tern George Maurer. 

The proposal was based on information given 
The News regarding a Coachella Valley Mountains 
Conservancy, similar to the Santa Monica Moun¬ 
tains Conservancy, which passed the State Senate and 
is currently in the process of proceeding from com¬ 
mittee approval to consideration by the State .Assem¬ 
bly. 

Assemblyman Richard Mountjoy told The News 
that if the city petitions for a conservancy he 
would certainly support it. He stated that the Coach¬ 


ella Mountains Conservancy bill is probably a year 
from final approval and a Sierra .Madre Conservancy 
could be added as an addendum, if the action is 
expedited. 

He further stated, “1 would vote for it. 1 have 
voted for other conservancies and 1 would be happy 
to work with the city on it.” 

“The first step,” he said, “would be to secure 
the approval of enough of the owners of private 
lands in the hillsides to make a conservancy 
viable. If enough would be willing to go along, 
then the city would request the Los .Angeles County 
Board of Supervisors to pass a resolution requesting 
the state legislature to establish the conservancy.” 

Maurer feels the citizens of Sierra Madre have

Town receives $50,000 grant 
for improving pai1(, traii 


Sierra Madre has been awarded a $50,000 grant 
for reconstruction and improvement of Bailey Can¬ 
yon Park and the Jones Peak Trail from California 
Wildlife, Coastal and Park Land Conservation 1988 
Bond Act monies. 

While the official letter of confrontation has 
not yet been received, a representative of the 
California State Department of Parks & Recreation 
has confirmed the award by phone. 

The trail improvements will connect the Jones 
Peak Trail with Mount Wilson Trail near Orchard 
Camp and will include reconstruction of the old 
portions of the trail which suffered extensive 
erosion and damage following the 1978 fire. 

Bailey Canyon, as the trail head, will benefit 
from improvements which will include Live Oak 
and Canyon View Nature Trail improvements, an 
observations deck and study center, assembly area, 
reconstruction of flood damaged stream bed and 
construction of a 40-foot wooden access bridge, 
trail entrance improvement, handicapped parking and 
access, new signage and portable restrooms. 

The Jones Peak Trail project will complete an 
effort initially begun in the late 1960s. It will pro¬ 
vide a loop trail, starting at tbc base of Mount 
Wilson Trail and ending at Bailey Canyon, or vice 
versa. 

Mount Wilson Trail has an annual visitor 
day use of close to 22,000 hikers and it is ex¬ 
pected that many of these will take advantage of 
the new loop which traverses sections of the in¬ 
comparable Sierra Madre Wilderness Area of over 
1100 acres set aside in perpetuity in 1968. 

Bailey Canyon use has been estimated at some 
7000 annual visitors, including hikers, picnickers, 
overnight campers and nature tour participants. 
The new improvements are expected to increase the 
usage dramatically. 

The trail also includes two historic miner's 
cabins, a M) I«m>i water fall, an unparalelled osei 
view ol the San .»abftel Valley Basin and a spe-. 


tacular example of a clas.sic earthquake fault line 
which has carved deep V”s in at least five con¬ 
secutive knife-edged ridges situated just above the 
currently developed areas of the city. 

The chairman of the Sierra Madre Environ¬ 
mental Action Committee’s (SMEAC) Nature .Aware¬ 
ness Program reported that the '87 quake opened 
a new V some 40 feet wide and 20 feet deep which 
can be viewed from the trail. 

The project will prove increased safety both in 
the canyon and on the higher trail and access to 
nature trails within the canyon for the less active 
and handicapped individuals wishing to experience 
the wilderness and habitat of the San Gabriel 
Mountains. 

The project will afford access not only to the 
park, Jones Peak, the Sierra Madre Wilderness Area 
and Mount Wilson Trail, but to the entire Angeles 
National Forest via various connecting trails. 

The city’s grant application, submitted last 
November, had the support of various city vol¬ 
unteer groups who have been active in promoting 
the conservation of Sierra Madre’s trails and natural 
areas, including SME.AC which maintains the Bailey 
Canyon nature trails system and conducts an annual

Con¬ 
sidered a marvel of en¬ 
gineering when it was 
built in the 1890s, 
the Mount Lowe Rail¬ 
way was a major tourist 
attraction in the 
Southland until it was 
shut down in the 1930s. 
Fire and flood were 


among the disasters that 
had taken their toll. 

The project was de¬ 
veloped by Professor 
Thaddeus Sobieski 
Constantine Lowe 
(1832-1913), perhaps 
the most celebrated 
personality in early 
Pasadena. The ascent 
was reached by streetcar 
and began with the 
3000-foot-long Great 
Incline built on a steep 
62 percent grade. There 
were well-appointed 
hotels along the way, an 
observatory to pro¬ 
mote scientific research, 
a powerful beamed 


searchlight that swept 
the valley and all of 
which was connected by 
street car and a ride 
with spectacular views 
and the hair-raising 
horseshoe curve.

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City Council turns down 
Martins’ tentative parcel map

vironmental Quality Act when she said, “All you 
have to know is No. 15042, ‘the Authority to Dis¬ 
approve projects: A public agency may disapprove 
a project if necessary in order to avoid one or more 
significant effects on the environment that would 
occur if the project were approved as proposed.’ ’’ 

Caroline Brown worried about the endangered 
species and wildlife habitat and Gurdon Miller 
said the E.l.R. was “clearly flawed.’’ He said, 
“They cannot state that there is not an active fault 
(under this site).’’ And to the City Council he said, 
“You don’t have enough information to deny the 
E.l.R. ... On the basis of the inadequacies of the 
E.I.R., you can deny the applicants’ appeal.’’ 

Margaret Van Buskirk gave nine geological 
reasons why the Lawsons should be denied their 
building plans: Transverse ranges are easily frac¬ 
tured; the site lies in the Sierra Madre fault zone; 
faults move up and down rather than horizontally; 
the earthquake is likely because of the thrust on 
the fault; there is a 5000-year return for faults and 
in this case the land is 6000 years overdue for a 
fault; when a faultlet appears that means rocks 
have moved; major problems are “will the fault 
rupture and where is the fault? Are they willing 
to take the chance? ’ ’ 

Robert Van Buskirk addressed the traffic prob¬ 
lem and said the proposed Chantry Gate telephone 
would be smashed the same night “and the next 
night everyone would have a key to the gate.” He 
also said, “I find George P. Zimmerman’s name on 
the E.l.R. report. He is also the city contract 
engineer. Isn’t this a conflict of interest? The one 
who originates the E.l.R. is also evaluating it.” 

Lisa Tschopp, a teenager, talked about the 
lock at the gate and knew what her peers would 
do to get a key to the gate. “These plans don’t 
benefit Sierra Madre at all,” she noted. 

Lawson Martin complained about the stories 
that were going around town about him. “I have 
been honest from day one. I never wavered except 
when forced . . . Originally I said our intentions 
were to build our dream home and one or two 
others. I own two lots, 3.3 acres. And I have offered 


11.2 acres north for sale recently. 1 have no plans 
for future development . . . I’m going to build 
a house there unless the council condemns it . . . 
Development is going to occur there.” 

Although the Martins’ attorney, Mark Steres, 
said he was “somewhat floored by the procedure 
to deny the E.l.R. without a public hearing,” the 
council went on to deny the tentative parcel map. 

Western Waste Industries, the city’s trash 
haulers, have requested another rate increase and a 
five-year contract “to look ahead to capital in¬ 
vestment so we have a chance to operate and borrow 
money. We’re looking in the future, not now,” 
he told the council. 

The council set the public hearing for June 
13, stating that a 4.5 percent increase would come 
to $9.83 per month in residential rates. Commer¬ 
cial and business accounts would increase to $67.49. 

Joanne Walters, code enforcement officer; Fire 
Marshal Bill Kramer; City Inspector Steve Pock; 
and Chief of Police Bill Betts talked to the coun¬ 
cil about their roles in code enforcement. 

Seventy-two percent of those “bending the 
rules” comply after Walters talks with them. Betts 
explained the “different varying degrees of re¬ 
sponsibility ” and said It’s can we cite versus 
should we cite.” 

Pock feels that most weekend illegal building 
problems can be cared for during the weekdays 
and told the council, “You can’t go inside (a home 
to investigate) unless it’s for someone’s health and 
safety.” He does 10 to 15 inspections per day, 
he said. 

Kramer said he had 80 percent compliance on 
the first notice. And if after the final notice they 
have not complied, violators are referred to the 
district attorney with request for an office hearing. 
“We have almost 100 percent full compliance in 
24 hours after that.” 

In other action, Councilwoman Lisa Fowler 
made a motion to adopt a 45-day moratorium on 
downzoning while it is being reviewed by the Plan¬ 
ning Commission. This is a reaction to the General 
Plan Citizens’ Committee work, led by Bill Chilton.

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What was the first musical instrument in 
space? What did Presidents Lincoln, Coolidge, 
Eisenhower and Reagan have in common? 

Well, it all began in 1821 with a 16-year- 
old German clockmaker named Christian Busch- 
mann, who invented a device that soon gained 
world popularity. It consisted of 15 pitch pipes 
put together, and when one blew into them 
it made music. It was called a Mundaeoline 
in German, “mouth harp,” or more commonly 
known as the harmonica. 

I’m sure that everyone has heard of the 
Hohner harmonica, and it was Matthias Hohner 
who reduced the harmonica to its present size 
and shape. In 1857 with the help of Hohner’s 
wife and two employees they made 650 har¬ 
monicas. Today the Hohner factory produces 
at least that many in one hour. There are more 
than 50 models ranging in size from 1 '/a inches 
to 23 inches, this larger one having 384 
reeds and % double holes. 

The harmonica has entertained many peo¬ 
ple through the years. Wally Shirra’s rendition 
of “Jingle Bells” was played in space on the 
Gemini VI; Presidents Lincoln, Coolidge, Eisen¬ 
hower, and Reagan were “harp-players”;

Maurer proposed discussion on foothilis conservency

demonstrated an overwhelming desire to preserve 
the hillsides in their pristine state and would 
strongly support establishment of a public con¬ 
servancy for Sierra Madre which would be empower¬ 
ed by the state to purchase private lands and hold 
the resulting hillside open space in perpetuity. 

“It would be my hope that the owners of un¬ 
developed hillside property would respond favorably. 
Under the proposed new hillside ordinance land 
above 1200 foot elevation could only build one 
house per 40 acres and below 12(X) foot one per 
10 acres. Selling the entire parcel of land for fair 
market value, hopefully, would seem like a reason¬ 
able alternative.” 

He noted that one hillside property owner has 
already indicated willingness to go along if enough 
other owners are agreeable to warrant establish¬ 
ment of the conservancy. 

According to Mountjoy’s office state funding, 
probably from the state general fund, would finance 
the purchases if the state legislature approved the 
conservancy. 

The Coachella Mountains Conservancy in¬ 
cludes all hillside and mountain lands which can be 
seen from the valley, stretching over a vast area east 
from San Gorgonio almost to Thermal and from 
Joshua Tree National Monument to Mt. San Jacinto 
and the Santa Rosas. The Santa Monica Mountains 
and California Coastal Conservancies are also 
immense areas. 

If Sierra Madre were to petition now for a 
conservancy covering only its hillside areas, the peti¬ 
tion could later be expanded to include larger 
portions or even the entire frontal slopes of the 


San Gabriel Mountain Range. 

Maurer’s proposal included a request for the 
Sierra Madre Council to also contact city councils 
in other cities fronting on the San Gabriels to deter¬ 
mine mutual interest in a conservancy request for 
the entire range. 

Several cities involved in the move to protect 
and preserve our hillsides expressed interest in help¬ 
ing with whatever may be necessary to initiate the 
conservancy request. 

Maurer’s proposal was not an agenda item and 
therefore will not be considered by the council 
until at least the next meeting. Maurer expressed 
the hope that at that time the council would ap- 
orove the proposal and vote to expedite action.

Animal lover draws, 
paints his wild pets 


One might say that 
A1 Pendleton “talks to 
the animals” much like 
Dr. Doolittle. But he 
not only talks to them; 
he draws them in the 
most interesting ways. 

“I’ve always drawn. 

I like animals most of 
the time more than hu¬ 
mans,” says the man with 
the graying red beard 
and an avant gard “look” 
about him. 

“I’ve been drawing all 
my life. 1 just drew; 1 
didn’t do school work. 

I got burned out of a 
few of the area schools, 
then my folks split up 
and I went in to the ser¬ 
vice between the years 
of 1943 and ’47. 1 
wanted to go to art 
school,” so he took the 
G1 bill and attended 
Chousinard Art School 
for six months, says the 
man who fights constant 
skin cancer because 
of his many hours 
spent in the sun in 
his “beach bum” 
period. 

He’s known a few fa¬ 
mous people, too. He 
went to sixth grade 
with Stan Freeberg, the 
comedy writer, in South 
Pasadena. Mostly, 
though, he describes him¬ 
self as a “trouble¬ 
maker” during his school 
years. It’s difficult to see 
this gentle, animal- 
loving man as a trouble¬ 
maker. 

Pendleton spends 
many hours giving his 
animal drawings a per¬ 
sonality that is nearly 
unequ?il)ed,. His osti;i(;;lji.' 


looks out disdainfully. 
His peacock is as nar¬ 
cissistic as can be. 
His cats nearly meow 
from the drawing paper. 

Indeed, he makes 
them all into real 
people. And tigers, 
elephants, dogs, turtles, 
whales, camels, giraffes, 
zebras. And more. 

“All animals have 
personality. 1 go to the 
zoo, 1 look at reference 
books. And they’re 
as different as you 
and 1. 1 have to like 
cats for their indepen¬ 
dence. 1 only have two 
that cuddle (out of the 11 
living with him and his 
wife). One is an 
old cat, 18, named Gid¬ 
eon. Then we raised a 
raccoon for 10 
years. 1 feed skunks, 
owls, squirrels, and, of 
course, birds. To me the 
most beautiful things 
in the world are butter¬ 
flies and tigers and hum¬ 
mingbirds.” 

He continues, “If I 
had my life to live over 
again, 1 would try to 
be a veterinarian. I 
enjoy the hands-on ex¬ 
perience with animals. We 
have three dogs and 11 
cats. When we go to 
the store to buy food, 
everyone asks why all the 
cat food. 

“1 call my animals 
outrageous names. I’m 
living with Winnie the 
Pooh Dog,” he laughs. 
“1 understand ani¬ 
mals. Animals are like 
little children. In fact 
1, wrote a story .about a
